(UPI) - A 
fleet of 46 U.S. fighter-bombers 
today 
swooped down in low- 
level attacks on two North Viet,

sites, the Pentagon announced. 


Three U.S. planes were shot 
down, the announcement said. 
One of the missis sites was 
reported destroyed and the oth­ 
er badly damaged. 


Two parachutes were seen to 
open, indicating that two of the 
three U. S. pilots whose planes 
were struck by conventional an.

miles northwest of Hanoi. They 
were in addition to five an i- 
aircraft missile sites w h i c h 
have been spotted in the Hanoi 
area itself. 


The Defense Department said 
that in Absence of any informa­ 
tion to the contrary, it assumed 
the missile sites were manned 
by North Vietnamese. 


The Pentagon 
said 
conven­ 
tional anti-aircraft fire was “ in­ 


tense,” but no missiles were 
launched against the attacking 


U.S. planes. 


The Defense Department said 
it had been concluded that a 
U.S. 
Phantom jet shot down 
Saturday was struck by a mis­ 
file from one of the sites at­ 
tacked today. 


It was the first use of an an­ 
ti-aircraft missile in the Viet­ 
namese war. Today's statement 
was the first official confirma­ 
tion that the Phantom had been 


struck by a missile at an alti­ 
tude of 20.000 feet.

However, those bom in 1903 
or later must have credit for a 
certain amount of work under 
Social Security to qualify for 
health benefits' upon reaching 
age 65. 


Some Excluded 


This working period ranges 
from I 1 •„> 1° IO years. General­ 
ly, the older you are the les- 
Social Security coverage you’ll 
need. Also, women need fewer

from Medicare — chiefly feder­ 
al workers and their dependents 
who are enrolled in the health 
plan established for them by the 
Federal Employes Health Bene­ 
fits Act of 1959. 


Also excluded: (I) aliens who
